COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
has chalked up its third “ no 
count” special session of the leg 
islature in five years. Democratic 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle was dis­ 
appointed. Republicans called it 
a “ waste of time.” 
Lawmakers met Friday for the 
express purpose of adopting an 
“ agreed” bill to appropriate $40 
million for state buildings. The 
emergency

sailed 
through the House unanimously, 
but snagged in the senate. 
The Senate defeated the emer­ 
gency clause 18-18—26 favorable 
votes were needed—and killed the 
bill itself on an 18-18 tie vote with 
20 favorable votes needed to pass 
it as an ordinary measure which 
would have been effective in 90 
days. 
One Republican — Sen. Ross 
Pepple, R-Allen — voted with the 
solid Democratic opposition. Sen. 
Robert Zellar. R-Muskingum. was 
absent from the special session as 
was Sen. J. Sherman Porter, D- 
Gallia. 
Twice before in the last five 
years has a governor called a 
special session to no avail. Dem­ 
ocratic Gov. Frank J. Lausche

NEW YORK (AP) - Officials 
said 
today that United States 
policy on Berlin and the future of 
Germany stands unchanged, but 
evidence increased that some kind 
of new and more elastic approach 
to a settlement of the Berlin 
crisis may be developing. 
The key to the situation seems 
to lie in the next moves to be 
made by Soviet Premier Khrush­ 
chev. 


May Consider Changes 
If he indicates to the Western 
powers that he is ready to agree 
to a compromise way out of the 
war-threatening dispute, he seems 
likely to find the West willing to 
consider a number of changes. If 
he tries to dictate the terms of 
settlement, 
however, 
the 
West 
position will undoubtedly be hard­ 
ened. 


News dispatches from Berlin 
Friday night said American offi­ 
cials are telling West German 
authorities that Communist East 
Germany is a fact of life and that 
the West Germans must face up 
to it. The dispatches spoke of 
discussion of the possibility of 
letting 
the 
Communist regime 
share some power over access to 
West Berlin. 
Change In Policy 
The import of the Berlin dis­ 
patches is that the United States, 
at least informally, is advising 
the West German government to 
consider dealing with the reality 
of an East German state. That 
would mark a radical change in 
West 
Germany’s 
long-standing 
policy and introduce a new ele­ 
ment into over-all Allied policy. 
In a statement issued in Wash­ 
ington and New York the State 
Department characterized reports 
on this subject from Germany as 
highly inaccurate. The statement 
did not specify which reports or 
what details it considered inac­ 
curate. It did say that President 
Kennedy and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk have defined U.S. pol­ 
icy on Germany and Berlin. 
Privately 
officials 
said 
U.S. 
policy 
on 
Germany has 
not 
changed, but no one has said it 
would never change. It is in this 
connection that the problem of 
sounding out Moscow on possible 
negotiations becomes crucial. The 
Soviet demand for some kind of 
East German control over Berlin 
access routes, for example, would 
be an issue in any negotiations.
